(SBU)  Charge  made  points  in  ref tel  B to  Djinna  Moussa 
Outman,  Chad  Minister  Delegue  (Deputy  Foreign  Minister)  at 
the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  on  October  13,  2006.  Outman 
informed  Charge  that  Chad  shared  the  U.S.  view  that  the 
election  was  an  important  one  but  made  no  other  comment  on 
the  candidates  or  on  Chad's  position.

Charge 
requested  Outman  to  contact  her  over  the  weekend  if  any 
decision  was  taken.
